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ADVICE centres in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire have secured grants 
worth £105,000 after helping 
victims of the recession cope 
with a £9.6 million debt mount¬ 
ain. 

Council bosses approved the core 
funding to Ely Citizens Advice 
Bureau, Newmarket CAB and Vol¬ 
untary and Community Action East 
Cambs (VCAEC) after hearing about 
soaring numbers of people seeking 
help. 

Advisors at Ely CAB’s Market Street centre 
have seen a 162 per cent increase in people 
seeking advice over redundancies in 2009 
compared to 2007 figures. 

The bureau also helped 357 worried 
individuals claim a total of £1.2 million in 
benefits, compared to £429,000 in 2008 - a 
68 per cent rise in visitors on 2008. 

It also helped to negotiate debt worth an 
incredible £9.6 million in 2009 on behalf of 
its clients. 

Bureau manager Beverley Howard said: 
“Visitor numbers are definitely up and our 
debt advisors have seen many more people. 
It is often been overwhelming. 

“Benefits advisors are also seeing more 
people than ever before.

‘Squatter’ had no 
right to sell field 


A SQUATTER’S hopes of selling a 
field to developers for £250,000 
have come to nothing after a top 
judge ruled the land was not his. 

Self-employed lorry driver Steven John 
Baxter, 52, who has lived all his life in Chatt¬ 
eris, claimed he had used the narrow field 
off Slade Way for more than 10 years to 
graze his horses, without any hindrance 
from the owner, and had thus developed 
“squatters’ rights”. 

Claiming the land had become his under 
the legal doctrine of “adverse possession”, 
he had the field registered in his own name 
in May 2006 and, in December 2007, he 
executed a transfer of the field to a devel¬ 
oper for £250,000, London’s High Court 
heard. 

The transfer was never completed. But 
the move alerted Thomas Francis Mannion, 
who had bought the rectangular field at the 


rear of a block of flats, called Old Brewery 
House, for £15,000 at auction in 1996 with 
an eye to its development potential. 

Last Friday, Mr Justice Henderson ruled 
that Mr Baxter had never had squatters’ 
rights over the field and opened the way for 
Mr Mannion to be re-registered as its 
rightful owner. 

Mr Baxter claimed he had “used the field 
continuously since 1985” to graze his horses 
and ponies and his father had started using 
the land seven or eight years before that. 

Although he now only keeps one horse, 
which he uses for weddings, Mr Baxter said 
he had always grazed at least one horse on 
the field, often more, and had never been 
asked to leave. He said he had treated the 
field as his own, without any consent from 
the owner. 

However, the dispute later went before 
Land Registry Adjudicator Ann McAllister, 
who in February last year rejected Mr 


Baxter’s adverse possession claim. 

She said the field had been visited a 
number of times by Mr Mannion, or his 
agents, before and after he bought it in 
1996, and only on two occasions had 
anyone seen horses, animals, or anything 
else to indicate the field was being occ¬ 
upied. 

“The use made of the field for grazing was 
discontinuous and infrequent”, she con¬ 
cluded. 

Dismissing Mr Baxter’s appeal against Ms 
McAllister’s ruling, Judge Henderson said: 
“In the light of the adjudicator’s unass¬ 
ailable findings of fact on the issue of 
adverse possession, it is clear that Mr Baxter 
was never entitled to be registered as 
proprietor of the field. 

“In my view, simple justice requires that, 
in the absence of strong countervailing 
factors, Mr Mannion should now be able to 
regain title to the property.”

EAST Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) is providing only 
20 per cent of the affordable 
homes that are needed, it has been 
revealed. 

The cash-strapped authority has been 
ranked 146 out of323 for delivering enough 
affordable homes. 

Housing charity Shelter released the 
information after drawing up a Housing 
League Table. 

Research found that 216 councils, 
including ECDC, were delivering less than 
half the number of homes they have 
identified as being required. 

Campbell Robb, chief executive of 
Shelter, said: “These figures are extremely 
worrying. 

“With over 1,400 households on the 
housing waiting list in East Cambridge¬ 
shire, the council must work far harder to 
ensure more desperately-needed afford¬ 
able homes are provided if it ever hopes to 
meet the housing needs of the local 
population. 

“Independent experts commissioned by 
the council say 1,009 new affordable 
homes need to be built each year in East 
Cambridgeshire, but an average of only 203 
have been delivered in the last year. 

“That leaves a shortfall of 806 homes per 
year.” 

The league table is available online, 
showing local house prices, housing 
waiting lists and levels of housing delivery.

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The website also ranks councils 
according to their current levels of 
affordable housing delivery against their 
analysis of housing need. 

Shelter hopes the website will provide 
councillors and the public with inform¬ 
ation about the need for affordable 
housing. The table will be updated 
annually to enable the public to judge how 
their council is performing. 

Mr Robb added: “The recession has 
created a difficult climate for house 
building, but these figures clearly show that 
East Cambridgeshire council is struggling 
to provide enough affordable homes for 
those who need them. 

“We hope members of the public will use 
this information to get in touch with their 
council and make their views on the need 
to deliver more affordable homes known.” 

But Jane Hollingworth, head of housing 
at ECDC, said: “It is disappointing Shelter 
has produced information in a way which 
appears to lay the blame at the council’s 
door. 

“The real obstacles to provision of new 
affordable housing lie partly with the 
policies of the various governments of the 
last 30 years and partly with the very 
difficult economic climate. 

“Most of the new affordable housing in 
East Cambridgeshire is provided on small 


rural sites and rely on the willingness of 
small landlords to provide the land. 
Despite this we have been exceeding our 
more realistic target of 137 units a year in 
East Cambridgeshire - this is 30 per cent of 
the projected figure for total new build in 
the district for the next decade. 

“Until this recession we exceeded this 
goal and we expect to exceed it again next 
year. 

“We have also met the needs of people 
who are potentially homeless in other

ways, from innovative use of the private 
rented market to negotiating with 
landlords to prevent people from being 
evicted.

“People who’ve never 
thought they’d need help are 
coming to us, particularly in 
the construction industry or 
those working for small busi¬ 
nesses. 

“There is also the problem of 
those who have been temp¬ 
orarily laid off over the winter.” 

Councillors approved a 
£53,025 core funding grant to 


the Ely CAB, despite the 
council making cuts of more 
than £1.6 million this year in a 
bid to balance its books. 

A total of £30,394 will go to 
Newmarket CAB and £22,382 
will be given to VCAEC. 

Cllr Brian Ashton, vice- 
chairman of the council’s 
community services comm¬ 
ittee, which approved the 
grants, said: “In these dark days 


when many people have been 
losing their jobs or receiving 
less income due to a collapse 
in bonuses or overtime, we felt 
it was vitally important for the 
services of the CAB to be 
maintained. 

“They offer crucial support 
and assistance to all those who 
need help in sorting out their 
financial affairs. 

“I understand that the Ely 


bureau has been instrumental 
in helping hundreds of individ¬ 
uals and families in resched¬ 
uling more than £9 million of 
debt. 

“The council is full of admir¬ 
ation for those volunteers who 
commit thousands of hours of 
their time to help others, as 
well as the excellent manage¬ 
ment team who support 
them.”

Collections go 
In council cuts 


KERBSIDE collections of 
plastic bottles will be scrap¬ 
ped this week following 
council budget cuts. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council will drop the collections 
from tomorrow in a bid to save 
£119,000 a year. 

The cuts will add to efficiency 
savings of more than £1.6m in what 
council leaders called their 
“toughest budget ever”. 

Cllr Tony Parramint, chairman of 
the council’s environment and 
transport committee, said: “We 
faced a £1.65 million budget deficit 
following three years of pitifully low 
government grant settlements and 
the impact of the recession. 

“Some very difficult decisions 
had to be taken - from finding over 
£750,000 in staff savings to cutting 
community grants and withdraw-

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ing our plastic bottle kerbside 
collection service. 

“We regret that this service is 
being withdrawn but these dec¬ 
isions were based purely on our 
need to make significant savings, 
and were not taken lightly, but we 
had to act to balance our budget. 

“We remain committed to 
recycling and residents can still 
recycle plastic bottles.” 

Residents in the district will still 
be able to recycle their bottles via 
40 collection banks including the 
Grunty Fen Recycling Centre. 

Other recycling collections will 
be unchanged so residents are still 
encouraged to look closely at their 
waste to see what can be reused or 
recycled. 


Black sack, green waste and 
recycling collections will be made a 
day later than normal following the 
Easter weekend. 

However, there will be a normal 
bin collection service on Good 
Friday, April 2. 

Budget cuts are also set to bite at 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
after it approved plans this month 
to axe 300 jobs in a bid to save £95 
million over the next five years.

THE Mayor of Ely has demanded 
an apology from Travelodge after 
its survey found the city to be 
among the least attractive for 
visitors. 

A furious Cllr Richard Hobbs has put 
out a challenge to bosses of the budget 
hotel chain to visit the city. 

Ely came eighth behind cities like Brad¬ 
ford, Wakefield, Dundee and Sunderland 
in the list of top 10 least desirable places 
to visit. 

Cllr Hobbs told the Weekly News : “I am 
very annoyed with this poll. You can’t 
compare Ely to places like Bradford. 

“Ely is a beautiful place. We have the 
cathedral and a stunning river and every 
year we win awards for our loos. 

“I challenge the bosses of Travelodge to 
come here and I will show them what Ely 
is really like.” 

He added: “This sort of sensationalist 
survey is damaging to our city and I 
demand an apology. 

“The bizarre thing is that the Travel¬ 
odge in Ely never has offers because it is 
one of the most over-subscribed in the 
country. I will certainly be boycotting it, 
though.” 

Bradford was voted the city travellers 
least wanted to visit, being deemed 
“dangerous, ugly and boring”. 

Another Yorkshire town - Wakefield - 
was considered the next least-attractive 
place for visitors as it was “dull and 
depressing”. 

The survey was compiled from a poll of 
5,000 people, conducted by Travelodge. 

Other locations high on the do-not- 
visit list were Dundee (bad weather) and 
Sunderland and Newport in South Wales 


(high crime rates). 

Other towns and cities in the least- 
attractive list were St David’s in Wales and 
Wells in Somerset, Ripon in Yorkshire and 
Lichfield in Staffordshire. 

London led the list of the most-visited 
cities as well as being the city most 
Britons wanted to visit this year. 

The next most visited cities were 
Birmingham, Manchester, Edinburgh and 
York. 

Travelodge spokeswoman Shakila 
Ahmed said: “We live in a world of 
misconceptions, and often don’t realise it. 


“A significant proportion of the images 
of cities we have in our minds may be 
biased, out of date and not in tune with 
reality.” 

Patricia Yates, director of strategy and 
communications from the VisitBritain 
organisation, said: “This report has 
highlighted that Britons need to re¬ 
acquaint themselves with some of the 
UK’s great cities. 

“It’s a shame that misconceptions and 
lack of the UK’s knowledge of what cities 
have to offer could stop British travellers 
from having a great weekend break.”

It’s now too late for the blotched 
woodwax, pashford pot beetle, 
mallow skipper or marsh dagger - 
names which environmentalist 
George Monbiot says “should cause 
anyone whose heart still beats to 
stop and look again”. For him and for 
many others of us too “the global 
collapse of biodiversity hurts almost 
beyond endurance”. 

According to a new report from the 
government agency Natural 
England, “over the past two 
millennia, hundreds of England’s 
native plants and animals have been 
rendered extinct”. 

The common eel of Ely itself is now 
listed as critically endangered: it 
used to be as common as muck, 
thought to be indestructible, 
extraordinary in its transatlantic 
migrations. Almost gone now, 
joining butterfly species, 
amphibians, mosses, anemones, 
wolves, wildcats, many birds; the 
devastation of our English wildlife is 
chillingly apparent. Who are we to 
lecture others about habitats, 
rainforest destruction, or the 
plundering of the oceans? 

The report is emphatic about 
habitat loss: “the inroads made into 
the English countryside by farmers 
and builders has had a devastating 
effect on our wildlife, destroying 
food sources, shelter and homes for 
hundreds of species. But farming, 
says the chief scientist Dr Tom Tew, 
“has had the greatest impact by far. 
We have ploughed over the 
landscape, ripped up woods and 
drained our wetlands”. Rare species 


in enormous numbers have 
disappeared. We are not materially 
affected by their loss, but “there is a 
sense the world is greying” is how 
Monbiot expresses his anguish, “its 
wealth of colour and surprise and 
wonder is fading”. What barren 
world shall we bequeath to our 
children? 

Many extinctions were triggered by 
the use of chemical fertilisers and 
pesticides. In the arable desert of our 
Fens today, without mixed farming, 
the obvious hostility to real nature is 
almost total. 

In contrast, Wicken Fen can astound 
with its noisy richness and variety as 
the fantastical well of life pursues its 
vital courses and purposes, hunting 
for food, mating, competing, rearing 
young, all the eternally busy skein of 
nature. 

Save Our Fens indeed, what a crying 
shame more were not saved from 
the rape of profiteering adventurers 
centuries ago, their wholesale 
environmental vandalism. The 
locals then fought “like fen tigers” to 
preserve their eel catching, fishing, 
wildfowling and stock grazing rights 
and ways, but lost out to money and 
power. What a miracle that an odd 
and beautifully rich little corner like 


Wicken Fen has remained, 
preserved, able to be a species 
reservoir to repopulate a larger 
reserve for future generations. 

I feel sadness for those deprived few 
who are incapable, or unable to 
appreciate the wonders and beauty 
of the biodiversity of creation - a 
dragonfly’s wing, a hovering lark’s 
spilling trilling cadences. The 
multitudinous and multifarious 
natural world is for all to relish, even 
essential for mental and spiritual 
health and the development of our 
future generations of urban young. 
We can farm with wildlife in mind as 
well as profit, some already do, a few 
always did. Farming and food needs 
have to accommodate to other 
needs too, a balance, I am sure many 
will agree when Monbiot says: “The 
immediate choice we have to make 
is not between biodiversity and 
feeding the world, but between 
biodiversity and blithering 
stupidity.” 

Let us save some of our fens in all 
their varietal richness, first for 
themselves, then for those to come.

Malaria dangers 
are all too likely 

Sir, In reply to Roy MacLean’s letter, 
‘Malaria in Fens? Unlikely’ (Weekly 
News, March 18) 

I would advise Mr MacLean to 
brush up on his history, nature and 
geography. 

Whatever you wish to call it - 
marsh fever, ague or malaria - it 
was rife in the East Anglian fens 
from the 16th century until the late 
18th century. 

Draining the fens dried up the 
mosquito breeding pools which 


helped in combating malaria. 
Nineteenth century medication had 
improved and in the 1950s land 
was sprayed to further kill malaria¬ 
carrying mosquitoes. The 1970s saw 
another outbreak of malaria. Today, 
30 years, on there are still places 
(Kent for one) that have mosquito 
that are capable of carrying this 
parasite. June and September offer 
ideal temperatures for the parasite’s 
cycle but some are capable at lower 
temperatures, even 15 degrees 
Celsius. There is no guarantee that 
tourists and conservationists will 
take preventive medication to 
protected themselves when visiting 
hotspot areas, there is no guarantee 
that an undocumented person 
would seek medical treatment. In 
some incidences, there has been 
drug- resistance to malaria. Would 
a person with a mild dose of 
malaria realise it was malaria ? 
Unfortunately Mr MacLean, it 
would not require a significant 
influx of infected people as you 
claim. It only takes one infected 
person, one bite from a female 
mosquito, to spread the disease to 
the next new human host. 

Further flooding ofWicken Fen 
would make it a potential breeding 
ground for mosquitoes and it 
would be a sustainable 
environment. Altogether likely, I 
think. 

Typhus is any of several similar 
diseases and, despite good hygiene, 
vaccines and repellents, western 
tourists are still infected. 

You don’t have to be in a Third 
World prison or refugee camp to 


pick up a tick - most grass lands 
have them. Exmoor, the New 
Forest, South Downs, Wiltshire, 
Berkshire, Thetford Forest,the Lake 
District, Yorkshire moors and the 
Scottish highlands have seen an 
increase in humans catching tick- 
related diseases. 

Is there a growing threat from new 
diseases that are jumping the 
human-animal species barrier? Are 
we now seeing the results of lapsed 
quarantine laws, an immigration 
influx - legal or otherwise - 
imported goods - again, legal or 
otherwise -live animal 
transportation and increased world 
travel?

SOHAM murderer Ian Huntley 
is back in prison after an attack 
by a fellow inmate left him 
needing hospital treatment. 

The 36-year-old’s throat was slashed 
during an assault in HMP Frankland, 
County Durham, on Sunday. 

Huntley is serving two life sentences 
for murdering Soham schoolgirls Holly 
Wells and Jessica Chapman. 

The former caretaker at Soham 
Village College was convicted of 
murdering the two 10-year-olds in 
August 2002 and hiding their remains. 

Huntley’s then-girlfriend Maxine 
Carr, a teaching assistant in Holly and 
Jessica’s junior school class, was 
convicted of perverting the course of 
justice after lying to police to protect 
Huntley during the police invest¬ 
igation. 

South-East Cambridgeshire MP Jim 
Paice, who represents the Soham area, 
said Huntley’s return to the spotlight 
was an unwelcome one for his con¬ 
stituents. 

He said: “Most people in Soham 
never wish to hear the name Ian Hunt- 
ley again.

“Events like this mean that some of 
my constituents will be forced to revisit 
tragic and painful memories of the 
past and for that I am deeply sorry.” 

Huntley was found by guards at the 
Category A security jail after he was 
attacked with a home-made blade. 


But the Prison Service said his 
condition was “not life-threatening”. 

A spokesman said: “A prisoner at 
HMP Frankland was assaulted by 
another prisoner at about 3.25pm on 
Sunday. The prisoner was taken to 
outside hospital for treatment but has 
now returned to prison.” 

Prison officials have launched an 
investigation. 

Huntley has been a target of fellow 
prisoners since his double murder 
conviction in 2003. 

An inmate threw boiling water on 
him while he was on the health care 
wing at the high-security Wakefield 
Prison in West Yorkshire in September 
2005. 

In October 2006, an inmate at 
Wakefield held him at knifepoint 
during an ambush and he was forced 
to fend off an attack in the showers last 
year. 

He has also tried to commit suicide 
while in prison on three occasions. 

He was moved to HMP Frankland in 
2008. 

That year, HM Inspectorate of 
Prisons raised concerns about violence 
at the jail. Colin Moses, from the Prison 
Officers’ Association (POA), said prison 
safety was an issue that had to be 
addressed.

More incentives, 
not costs - firms 


ELY Chamber of Commerce is 
supporting calls for the Govern¬ 
ment to scrap plans to increase 
employer National Insurance 
contributions. 

An internet petition against the 1 per 
cent rise from April 2011 has been 
instigated by a coalition of the UK’s 
leading business groups.

(BCC), the Federation of Small Busi¬ 
nesses, the Confederation of British 
Industry and the Institute of Directors. 

The petition urges the Government to 
work with business groups to find alt¬ 
ernative ways to close the UK’s budget 
deficit. 

John Bridge OBE, chief executive of Ely 
Chamber of Commerce, said: “The fact

that so many well-established and 
highly-regarded business groups have 
joined forces in this way shows what a 
significant issue the planned rise would 
be for businesses. 

“In a recent survey of chamber 
members across the UK, more than 22 
per cent of small businesses said that 
they would have to limit staffing levels in 
order to absorb the cost of the planned 
National Insurance rise. 

“This would do little to help get the 
labour market moving again. 

“Debt levels are undoubtedly a key 
issue, and businesses across the country 
know that it is imperative to begin the 


difficult job of repairing the public 
finances. 

“But what the Government desp¬ 
erately needs to recognise is that now is 
the time to offer incentives to busi¬ 
nesses, not inflict more costs. 

“In particular, the cost of employing 
people must be reduced if future govern¬ 
ments are serious about giving busi¬ 
nesses the freedom to create jobs and 
drive our economic recovery.”

Lode bridge to provide link with nature 


CONSTRUCTION work on a 
new crossing over Reach 
Lode has begun. 

The bridge will act as 
“the missing link” in a new 
public access route being 
developed as part of the 
National Trust’s Wicken 
Fen Vision. 

The contract for the 
design and construction of 
the bridge has been 
awarded to civil 
engineering contractors, 
BAM Nuttall. 

The new crossing is 
being funded by a grant 
from Sustrans, the UK’s 


sustainable transport 
charity, the Department for 
Communities and Local 
Government and Natural 
England. 

The bridge has been 
designed to blend into the 
surrounding landscape with 
gently sloping ramps 
providing easy access for 
walkers, cyclists and horse 
riders. 

The excavation of clay to 
form the access ramps will 
also allow two wildlife 
ponds to be created. 

The crossing is part of a 
new 14.5km public access 


route to be called the 
Lodes Way. 

The name was chosen 
by the Project Steering 
Group, which includes 
representatives of local 
communities and reflects 
the fact that the route 
crosses a number of 
historic local waterways, 
known as ‘lodes’. 

The Lodes Way will 
complete the current gap in 
National Cycle Route (NCN) 
11 from Cambridge to Ely 
and connect with NCN 
Route 51 from Cambridge 
to Newmarket. 


The route will enhance 
links to local villages at 
Upware, Wicken, Burwell, 
the Swaffhams, Lode, Quy 
and Bottisham and create a 
number of circular routes 
and trails for local 
residents and visitors to 
enjoy and explore the 
countryside. 

The entire Lodes Way 
should be completed within 
the next three years once a 
new multi-user bridge 
suitable for cyclists, horse- 
riders and pedestrians, has 
been created over Burwell 
Lode. 


Stiletto used In 
drunken attack

A STILETTO-WIELDING 
clubber slashed a woman's 
face with her sharp foot¬ 
wear after a scuffle in a 
nightclub, a court has 
heard. 

Ashlee Page-Bennett, 20, lash¬ 
ed out after she was pushed over 
during a drunken row in Ely’s 
Glass House. 

Victim Emma Gathercole suff¬ 
ered a cut to her nose and was 
treated by a paramedic after 
passing out outside the club. 

Page-Bennett, of Mill Corner, 
Soham, admitted causing actual 
bodily harm to the victim during 
the incident last October. She 
had been drinking and was on 
medication when she went to the 
club. 

Caroline Allison, prosecuting, 
said the victim had been “very 
drunk” when she went to the 
club with some friends. 

There had been a fight bet¬ 
ween some men which Ms

Gathercole had reported to 
security but then could not find 
her friends. 

Miss Allison said Page-Bennett 
bumped into her and an argu¬ 
ment started during which Ms 
Page-Bennett was pushed to the 
floor. 

“As [Gathercole] turned away 
she was hit in the face by the 
defendant who had something in 
her right hand which other 
witnesses identified as a stiletto 
shoe,” Miss Allison said. 

“The complainant felt pain 
and was bleeding from her 


nose.” 

She said Ms Gathercole’s sister 
also became involved in the row 
and that Ms Gathercole had 
collapsed outside the venue 
where she briefly became un¬ 
conscious. 

Miss Allison said Page-Bennett 
was still holding the shoe when 
police arrived. 

Mark Shelley, defending, said 
Page-Bennett had little or no 
memory of the incident, but had 
been drinking on top of medi¬ 
cation which she should not 
have done. 

“She feels she must have been 
attacked and her reaction must 
have been self-defence,” he said. 

Mr Shelley told the court that 
witnesses had described Page- 
Bennett being hit or punched in 
the face during the row before 
she lashed out.

Deer 'most 
wanted’ to 
halt spread

“What gives us priority over them? 
Everything has a right to live.” 

Mrs White added that Mrs Jarman’s 
trees were protected for the first few 
years after they were planted by guards 
wrapped around the base and said:

But Mrs Jarman’s complaints over the 
muntjac deer, which originate from 
China, appear to be well-founded. The 
Department of Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs this week put the muntjac 
on a ‘most wanted’-style list of foreign 
invaders. 

Scientists are now calling on the 
public to report any sightings of the 
species, which will be used to track the 
foreign invaders’ spread and work out 
ways to limit their expansion. 

Wildlife minister Huw Irranca-Davies 
said: “Non-native species that become 
invasive are one of the greatest threats 
to wildlife worldwide. 

“They are estimated to cost the 
British economy £3 billion a year and 
their impacts can be far reaching - they 
have adverse impacts on our native 
wildlife by predation, competition and 
spread of disease.” 


ANIMAL lovers have hit out at 
calls to slaughter muntjac deer, 
which are devastating wood¬ 
lands and allotments in the Ely 
area. 

Julie White, from Soham, was app¬ 
alled to hear residents in Soham and 
Wicken were calling for a mass cull of 
the miniature deer. 

It follows calls for action by rest¬ 
aurateur Ann Jarman after muntjac 
destroyed hundreds of trees on land she 
owns in Hasse Road, Soham. 

Mrs Jarman, 72, who owns the Old 
Fire Engine House in Ely, told the 
Weekly News last week: “I’ve tried to 
plant around 500 trees of different 
species to create a wonderful habitat 
but the muntjac deer ruin it all. 

“I understand they are sweet little 
things but when there are too many of 
them they are nothing but pests.” 

But Mrs White was horrified by the 
suggestion they should be culled. 

She said: “Do we really need to keep 
killing off our wildlife? 

“Places like Center Parcs seem to live 
with these animals and so do many 
others. 

“We spend hours on the internet 
looking for holidays where we can see 
wildlife - that’s how lots of holiday 
cottages make money.

She said: “One of the girls 
had put her name forward 
and once they’d sorted out 
who they wanted, they gave 
the other letters to their 
friends. 

“That’s how we met. I sent 
the first letter in November

there must have been more 
than 200 of them. 

“Eddie still has all of mine. 

“In those days, I was a very 
shy person. That all changes 
when you marry a para.” 

Eddie, who also served as 
a Bren gunner in the Far East 
liberating Allied servicemen 
from fapanese prisoner of 
war camps, married Mary in 
St Mary’s Church, Ely, on

Wing-Commander Ken Wallis 
began his life-long love affair with 
fast cars and motorbikes while 
growing up in Ely.

“I must have been mad, but I got 
away with it,” he said. 

He had a distinguished wartime 
record as a Wellington bomber 
pilot, despite only having one good 
eye and spent years with the 
Strategic Air Command in America. 

Ken has set 34 world records over 
a period of 30 years in his famous 
autogyro helicopter that featured 
in the Bond film. 

He added to these when, in 1998 
aged 82, he entered the Guinness 
Book of Records as the oldest 
aviator to achieve a world record.

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Cancer survivor 
in race for a cure

nother East

racing through the streets 
of London next month. 

Michael Wakefield, 35, from 
Soham, will put his best foot 
forward in the sporting challenge 
on April 25 to raise money for 
Cancer Research UK. 

Mr Wakefield, of Station Road, 
overcame testicular cancer and 
now wants to conquer the 
26.2mile route through central 
London. 

The father-of-two, who works 
in IT sales, is also encouraging 
anyone who already has a place 
in this year’s event to help raise 
money for research into the 
causes, treatment and prevention 
of cancer by joining Cancer 
Research UK’s running team. 

Now married with a son 
Benjamin, aged 3, and daughter 
Imogen, 18 months, he owes 
much to his then girlfriend Kate’s 
career for getting him to the 
starting line-up of the London 
Marathon. 

He said: “I had testicular cancer 
when I was 25, but I was lucky 
because at the time Kate worked 
in public relations promoting 
sexual health and she gave me a 
leaflet. 

“Not long afterwards I found a 
lump on one of my testicles while 
I was checking myself. 

“It’s not something I would 
normally have been looking for at 
that age, and I probably didn’t 
take it seriously even when I 
found it. 

“I was due to go for a scan in 
hospital just to be on the safe 
side, but then I started to get 
lower abdominal pains about two 
weeks after finding the lump.” 

Mr Wakefield was immediately 
referred to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital for a scan where he was 
diagnosed as having two 
aggressive types of cancer. 

He added: “I had an operation 
five days later to remove the 
testicle and then started on three 
months of chemotherapy, 
followed by seven years of regular 
check-ups. 

“I was eventually given the all 
clear about three years ago, but I 


now check myself more than 
most people do. 

“The care was brilliant, and it 
was even more enjoyable when 
Kate became pregnant with 
Benjamin after we got married in 
2004.” 

Mr Wakefield, who has given 
up his other sporting loves such 
as squash and five-a-side football 
to concentrate on the London 
Marathon, said he took up 
running after putting on weight 
during his chemotherapy 
treatment. 

He hopes to run the race in 
under four hours and raise £2,000 
for the charity. 


He added: “A lot of my friends 
are betting me double the 
sponsorship if I get below four 
hours, so that is my target. 

“I am running with two of my 
best friends, Leon Woodcock, 
from Soham, and Nick Davies, 
from London, and I hope to be 
able to finish with them. 

“I am going to my cousin’s 
wedding in Cambridgeshire the 
night before the race, but I shall 
be driving anyway so I won’t be 
partying very much!”

Tory pledge on school abuse 


MALCOLM Moss, MP for 
North East Cambridge¬ 
shire, has expressed his 
concern at figures that 
show more than 1,000 pup¬ 
ils are suspended or exp¬ 
elled from school each day 
for physical assaults, verbal 
abuse and threatening 
behaviour on classmates 
and teachers. 

Across Cambridgeshire 
there were 1,540 suspen¬ 
sions for assaults and 
abuse in 2007, the last 
recorded year - equivalent 
to eight exclusions for each 


school day. 

Fewer than 10 pupils 
were expelled in the same 
period. 

The Conservatives are 
now pledging to give teach¬ 
ers new powers to tackle 
violence, to introduce 
home-school contracts to 
improve behaviour and to 
reform the exclusions 
process, which they say 
undermines headteachers. 

The Tory MP said: “Des¬ 
pite the hard work of our 
teachers, it is clear that we 
have a serious problem 


with discipline in our 
schools. 

“Unless there is good 
discipline, pupils can’t 
learn and teachers can’t 
teach. 

“The children who suffer 
most are the poorest and 
the country as a whole 
loses out when teachers’ 
authority is undermined. 

“A Conservative Govern¬ 
ment will raise standards in 
schools, giving teachers in 
Cambridgeshire the power 
to restore discipline.” 


Cancer study 
gets funding 

A PROSTATE cancer 
study at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital has been 
awarded more than 
£176,000 by a charity. 
Cambridge Cancer 
Research Fund has 
awarded a grant of 
£176,237 to Professor 
David Neal’s urological 
research group at the 
hospital to support a 
three-year study aimed at 
improving prostate 
cancer screening. 
Prostate cancer is res¬ 
ponsible for the deaths of 
more than 10,000 men 
in the UK each year. 

If detected early, it is 
possible to successfully 
treat this form of cancer 
but currently there is no 
suitable screening. 

Dr Michael Gronow, 
chairman of the fund’s 
trustees, said: “If enough 
reliable and accurate 
screening methods can 
be developed for 
detecting aggressive 
prostate cancers early 
enough, modern surgical 
techniques developed at 
Professor Neal’s unit 
could help provide a cure 
to this disease.”

seeing blackbirds, with 
an average of 4.9 being 
seen at each school. 
Some 10,000 
schoolchildren and 
teachers took part in the 
wildlife survey, involving 
303 classes from more 
than 250 schools. 

In second place was the 
wood pigeon, with 4.54 
birds per school, 
followed by the starling, 
with an average of 3.91.

As a child, I’d been a chorister, 
singing 10 services (or shows, as I 
thought of them) a week, and then, 
almost by accident, had played a 
good part in a West End play. 

A seasoned old pro by the age of 
12,1 already knew that I wanted to go 
on the stage, but I was still unsure, 
when I arrived in Cambridge aged 18, 
whether I wanted that to be a dramatic 
or an operatic stage. 

I very quickly discovered that 
Gilbert and Sullivan triumphantly and 
simultaneously satisfied both cravings 
- proper music that is as rewarding to 
sing as the grand opera it so wittily 
parodies and sophisticated light 
comedy that is as delightful to play as 
Oscar Wilde, Bernard Shaw or Noel 
Coward. 

I joined the university’s G&S 
society where Nick Hytner (now Sir 
Nicholas Hytner, artistic director of the 
National Theatre) was already an 
enthusiastic member and my first role 
was Nanki Poo in The Mikado, 
directed by a young Griff Rhys Jones. 

During my three years as an 
undergraduate, I wangled my way into 
some 40 productions of plays and 
operas, 10 of which were by Gilbert 
and Sullivan. 


As for academic work, I was 
reading English and kept my head 
above water by writing essays about 
the plays I’d been in. I happily agreed, 
for example, to play Racine’s tragic 
queen, Phedre, in order to have 
something to write about in my 
tragedy paper and even managed to 
persuade a bemused English faculty 
to allow me to write my finals 
dissertation on Verdi’s operas. 

In 1977, the centenary year of 
Gilbert and Sullivan’s first full-length 
comic opera, The Sorcerer, I appeared 
in a May Week production of this 
hilarious, drug-induced overturning of 
middle class morality, directed by 
Michael McCaffery, (a G&S devotee 
who nevertheless went on to direct 
Wagner’s Ring at Bayreuth.) 

Just as the West End quaked, in 
those days, at the pen of Harold 
Hobson in the Sunday Times, so in the 
Cambridge of the 1970s, Deryck 
Harvey, the theatre critic of the 
Cambridge Evening News (as it then 
was) could make or break a university 
production. A good review from him 
and your Cambridge career was 
made, and I was accorded the 
coveted honour of being interviewed 


by him for the paper. 

‘G&S star aims at opera’, the 
headline brazenly announced and the 
accompanying photograph showed 
an effete, suspiciously blond creature 
swathed in liberty silk and surrounded 
by casually arranged G&S LPs. 

However embarrassing it is for me 
to look at now, that article reminds me 
of the sheer range of theatre and 
music in which one was able - and 
encouraged-to engage at 
Cambridge, and in particular, how the 
delights of playing Gilbert and Sullivan 
fed my dual appetite as actor and 
singer, and made it possible for me 
never to have to make that impossible 
choice to be merely one or the other. 

So although the RSC has been rash 
enough to let me play roles for them 
and La Scala to let me sing roles for 
them, my passion for G&S remains. 

I recently made a television series 
about them - Gilbert and Sullivan: A 
Motley Pair (to be screened later in the 
year on Sky Arts) and we filmed a lot 
of it in Cambridge. The enthusiastic 
involvement of the university G&S 
society, whose lively performances, at 
May Balls and in punts on the river, 
feature in the series, demonstrates 


that Gilbert’s razor sharp satire and 
Sullivan’s melodic invention still have 
as magnetic an attraction as ever, for 
audiences of all ages. 

The series also features the work of 
the country’s leading operetta 
company, Opera della Luna, and 
follows the preparations, rehearsals 
and opening performances of their 
clever and very funny new production 
of The Sorcerer, set, appropriately 
enough, in the 1970s, when love 
potions were hallucinogenic and I 
wasn’t the only one to make dodgy 
fashion choices. 

It’s a comparatively rare outing for 
this delightful piece, which hasn’t 
been seen on tour since the old D’Oyly 
Carte occasionally slipped in a 
performance in the 1970s. I’m 
delighted to be in it, playing the 
eponymous sorcerer, and particularly 
delighted that we’ll be bringing it to the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre. 

It feels like coming home.

I LOVE YOU PHILLIP MORRIS 
(15, 95 mins) Comedy. Jim 
Carrey, Ewan McGregor, Leslie

JIM Carrey delivers his best 
dramatic performance since Eternal 
Sunshine Of The Spotless Mind in 
this improbable and utterly 
incredible true story. 

Based on a novel by investigative 
reporter Steve McVicker, the film 
charts the romance of two prison 
inmates and their subsequent 
journey of self-discovery on both 
sides of the bars. 

Writer-directors Glenn Ficarra and 
John Requa [Bad Santa) strike a 
pleasing balance between laughter 
and soul-searching in this oddball 
comedy. 

Crucially, Carrey generates 
smouldering screen chemistry with 
co-star Ewan McGregor, convincing 
us that undying love and a 
daredevil spirit can overcome 
anything. 

Truth is far, far stranger than this 
entertaining fiction, which takes 
dramatic licence with dialogue and 
abbreviates the exploits of the white 
collar criminal during the 1980s 
and 1990s, who escaped 
incarceration four times and has 



paid a terrible price for humiliating 
the US prison service. 

The real Stephen Russell was 
handed a 144-year sentence and 
must spend 23 hours every day 
confined to his cell without visitors. 
That’s no laughing matter. 

When we first meet Stephen 
(Carrey), he is a happily married 
police officer with a beautiful wife, 
Debbie (Mann), and young 
daughter. However, the family man 
has a secret: he is gay. 

When he can no longer keep the 
secret, Stephen comes out to his 
wife and moves to Florida with 
boyfriend Jimmy (Santoro). 

The cost of living fabulously is 
perilously high, and Stephen breaks 
the law to finance his lavish tastes. 
The authorities eventually catch up 
with the swindler and sentence him 
to time in prison where he meets 
softly spoken Phillip Morris 


(McGregor). 

The attraction is instant, and 
Stephen schemes to become his 
lover’s cellmate. 

When he finally gains parole, 
Stephen poses as a lawyer to get 
Phillip out of prison early, but once 
they are united on the outside, the 
former conman struggles to mend 
his ways. 

Phillip lands a high-profile position 
as chief financial officer at a large 
corporation, where the temptation 
to embezzle is irresistible. 

When the police invariably come 
knocking him, Phillip is distraught: 
“I don’t care about the money,” he 
pleads, “All I want is you. I just 
want us to be together.” 

I Love You Phillip Morris is sweet, 
sexy and at times hilarious, posing 
the obvious dilemma: Can a gay 
conman go straight? 

Carrey’s rapport with McGregor, 
sporting a Southern accent and 
cropped blond hair, anchors the 
picture. 

Ficarra and Requa don’t shy away 
from the physicality of Stephen and 
Phillip’s relationship, creating a 
wonderfully odd couple. We root 
for the characters, even though we 
know everything Phillip says and 
does is for his own gain.

Urban gardens can keep | 
out noise and pollution

P eople with urban 
gardens can make a 
real contribution to 
helping the environment, 
but many of them don’t 
realise it, according to a new 
survey. 

Some 46 per cent of the 1,000 
people questioned claimed that 
urban pollution in their immediate 
environment - including noise 
problems, traffic fumes and carbon 
footprint - are among the most 
important issues they face as city 
dwellers, yet 21 per cent said they 
don’t know where to start when 
tackling the problem. 

With this in mind, garden 
designer Charlie Dimmock has 
joined a campaign to encourage 
urbanites to introduce eco 
measures into their gardens to help 
reduce the carbon footprint. 

City dwellers are craving 
environmentally sound lives, but 
don’t have the knowledge to change 
things for the better, the Ronseal 
survey found. 

Dimmock says: “People with 
small urban gardens think they 
can’t make a difference to the 
wildlife, but they can because they 
can create corridors to larger areas 
such as parks, greens and railway 
cuttings.

“Building a wooden compost 
area, establishing a recycling space 
or growing your own herbs in a 
window box, are all simple steps 
that can make a real difference.” 

If you have a spring clean of your 
garden, leave an area overgrown, to 
act as a shelter for hedgehogs and 
insects, says Dimmock, who is 
supporting Urban Gardens Week, 
which began on Monday. 

“A lot of people hate ivy, but 
many urban gardens benefit from 
having fences covered with ivy, 
which is a really good wildlife plant 
because it flowers late in the 
season, has a high nectar content 
and helps to keep down noise 
pollution. 

“It also makes a good nesting site 
for birds.” 

Dimmock also advises urban 
gardeners to plant mixed hedges to 
keep out noise and pollution and 


attract wildlife. Ideal varieties 
include hawthorn, yew and field 
maple, which will absorb some of 
the noise. 

Another great shrub in the urban 
garden is ceanothus, whose purple 
flowers are high in nectar and rich 
in colour and it can be clipped back 
easily. 

Hardy annuals also provide a 
good burst of colour and when they 
have finished can then be thrown 
onto the compost heap. Direct-sow 
love-in-a-mist, poppies, poached 
egg plants and cornflowers for a 
beautiful display. 

If you have a small area, use the 
vertical space by growing climbing 
veg such as runner beans up a 
fence, raspberries or spineless 
blackberries, which can grow to a 
reasonable height and provide 
shelter and food for birds and 
insects. 

If you live in an area where traffic 
fumes and dust are a problem, 
plant a variety of evergreens to 
absorb the dirt. They may look a 
little dusty on the road side but 
they will withstand a lot of grime 
and act as a filter and a windbreak. 
Aucuba, eleagnus and butcher’s 
broom are extremely robust and 
make solid hedges, and variegated 
holly can also be used. 

“Only evergreens with shiny, 
thick leaves will put up with a lot,

because the leaves are protected 
with a thick cuticle.” 

Scented plants can also offset the 
smell of traffic fumes. Try growing 
night-scented stocks or old 
fashioned nicotiana in a pot for 
evening scent. 

Trachelospermum jasminoides, 
commonly known as star jasmine, 
a woody, evergreen climber with 
rich, dark green leaves which turn 
bronze in winter, produces hugely 
fragrant white flowers from mid to 
late summer.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Muscari (Grape hyacinth) 

These pint-sized bulbs in shades 
of blue and white produce their 
narrow, leafless flower stems in 
early spring before the dense spikes 
of flowers appear. 

Types such as M. azureum, 
which has pale blue flowers with 
conical heads, look lovely in a rock 
garden or at the front of a border. 
For me, they are best planted in 
abundance in terracotta pots, 
which act as a perfect foil for the 
deep blue varieties such as M. 
armeniacum and M. neglectum. 
Also, pots prevent the bulbs from 
taking over an area, as some 
varieties can be invasive.

SPRING is just around the corner 
and that means it’s time to brush 
away those cobwebs, polish up 
grubby windows and clear out 
cupboards. 

Yet around two thirds of us have 
already begun this time-consuming 
domestic blitz. 

“It’s natural to want to start a new 
decade positively, especially at 
home,” says TV presenter and 
interior designer, Anna Ryder 
Richardson.

“In general, people view their 
homes as an extension of 
themselves and their self-image,” 
says psychologist, Dr Glenn Wilson, 
who points out that people’s 
approach to cleaning can often 
reflect traits in their inner 
personality. 

Check out our spring cleaning 
guide to identify your cleaning 
‘personality’ and find out how clean 
your home really is. 

The research into the nation’s 
cleaning habits, commissioned by 
household disinfectant, Zoflora and 
analysed by psychologist, Dr Glenn 
Wilson, identifies these key types: 

■ STRIVERS: The largest category 
(39 per cent), do their best to keep 
on top of the cleaning and aim for a 
tidy house, but despite every good 
intention, they often fail due to lack 
of time. 

Dr Wilson’s advice: “Failing can 


make them feel guilty and troubled 
by loss of control. While it’s good to 
set goals, they should make sure 
they’re realistic and achievable. 

“Don’t be too hard on yourself if 
other priorities take over. Write a list 
of the jobs you complete in a week 
and create a plan for the week 
ahead.” 

■ MASKERS: This group don’t like 
cleaning and look for shortcuts so 
the house appears clean, such as 
moving furniture so it covers up 
carpet stains. 

Dr Wilson’s advice: “By not being 
thorough you’re really creating a 
bigger job in the long-term. 

“Adopting a ‘little and often’ 
approach to chores will help you 
gain a sense of satisfaction.” 


■ PERFECTIONISTS: This small 
group, are the least likely to spring 
clean! 

This is because they don’t need 
to as panic and a need for 
perfection means they clean every 
day and can’t relax unless 
everything is spotless. 

Dr Wilson’s advice: “Don’t place 
too much pressure on yourself. 
Loading yourself up with an ever- 
increasing number of chores on 
your list is a real danger for those 
with this trait. 

“To avoid cleaning everything 
all the time, allocate specific 
chores to certain times only, for 
example, clean fridges every week 
but other appliances once a 
quarter.”

Nissan’s UK-built electric car 


MOTOR giant Nissan 
is to build its new 
electric car in 
Sunderland, it was 
announced last 
week. 

Production of the 
Nissan Leaf will begin in 
2013 and forms part of a 
£420 million investment 
in electric cars by the 
Japanese firm. 

The manufacturer 
said the Leaf would be 
the world’s first afford¬ 
able mass-produced 
zero emission car and 
around 50,000 a year 
will roll off the Sunder¬ 
land production line. 

The investment will 
be supported by a £20.7 
million Government 
grant and a proposed 
finance package from 
the European 

Investment Bank of up 
to 220 million euros 
(£197.3 million). 

The announcement 
was welcomed by 
Business Secretary Lord 
Mandelson. 

“This investment is a 
fantastic vote of 


confidence in the 
Sunderland plant and 
its excellent workforce,” 
he said. 

“The automotive 
sector is of key impor¬ 
tance to the UK. It 
supports R&D, techno¬ 
logical innovation, skills 
and a supply chain 
that’s a mainstay of the 
wider manufacturing 
sector. 

“Today’s news from 
Nissan, with support 
from Government, 
shows that by working 
together we can achieve 
our aim of making the 
UK a world-leader in 
ultra-low carbon 
vehicles.” 

Andy Palmer, senior 
vice-president at 
Nissan, added: “The 
world is at the dawn of a 
new era in automotive 
transport. 

“Nissan LEAF, which 
will go on sale later this 
year, is a five-seater 
hatchback that offers 
the same space, 
practicality and

similar car in its class - 
minus the tailpipe 
emissions. 

Sunderland has been 
widely seen as the 
favourite for European 
production of the Leaf 
since the 

announcement last 
summer that Nissan’s 
electric car battery 
would be sited next to 
the present factory. 

The company has not 
specified how much the 


car will cost, saying only 
that it will be 
competitive with 
similar-sized cars with 
conventional engines. 

Professor Stephen 
Glaister, director of the 
RAC Foundation, said: 
“Today’s news shows 
that the major manu¬ 
facturers are serious 
about making green 
vehicles available to the 
mass market. What’s 
even better is that a lot 


of the skills necessary to 
do this will be here in 
the UK.”

“In the future we will 
have a mix of lower 
carbon vehicles from 
more fuel efficient 
combustion engines, 
through to electric cars, 
plug-in hybrids and 
hydrogen fuel cell veh¬ 
icles.

The same can be said for 
secondhand ‘peds’ and bikes: 
ring your local bike shop 
before you buy, get some 
advice, look on the web - it’s 
free. A good site for info is 
www.geton.co.uk. 

I can’t think of anything 
worse than a parent banging 
their head against a wall and 
their offspring eager to be out 
on the road under their own 
steam... 

Word on the street is that a 
few of the major motorcycle 
tyre companies have realigned 
their pricing structures, so for 
once, in this econmic climate, 
some tyre prices have gone 
down! Which helps make it a 
little bit cheaper to own a bike. 
Contact your local motorcycle 
supplier for details.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Ely double bid 
ends in drama 


IN a dramatic climax to the 
Denny Cup, City of Ely BC saw

They lost to Cumbria in one of 
the closest finals in the history of 
the competition and narrowly 
failed to add the cup to the Egham 
Trophy they won recently. 

With all of the other rinks having
